REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In rendering our account of another year of school work, 
we are able to report a general condition of healthy progress. 
Most of our teachers have been in the service of the town for 
several years and are earnest in their efforts to improve their 
methods of teaching and discipline. By attending teachers’ in- 
stitutes and conventions, by visiting schools in other towns, by 
attending summer schools of training, as some do every season, 
and in addition by the work done in the teachers’ meetings, 
which are held every two weeks during term time, where meth- 
ods are discussed and principles illustrated and enthusiasm 
aroused; by all these and other agencies at their command, 
they have improved as year has followed year, until the larger 
part of them are fairly equipped for their work, and some can 
be truthfully classified as excellent teachers. 


We do not, however, claim that the advantages enumerated 
above can fully compensate for the lack of a regular Normal train- 
ing, and we have been somewhat sharply criticised for not em- 
ploying Normal graduates in at least a part of our schools. 


In answer to this we have simply to say that we have done’ 
what seemed to us to be best for the schools with the means at 
our command. Should we seek for teachers with Normal 
training we could probably get some for the prices that we are 
paying, but they would surely be the less efficient and success- 
ful; for the greater part of those who have enjoyed the advan- 
tages afforded by these special schools of training for peda- 
gogic duties, can easily obtain situations much more desirable 
and lucrative than any that we can offer. Being thus debarred 
by our limitations in finances from the possibility of securing 
the services of any but the least desirable of those specially 
trained for school work, we have preferred to.depend upon the 
best material that we can find in our midst, even though it be 
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untrained, at the same time trying by what methods we can to 
assist, to train and to develop. Should we say to our young 
High School graduates who aspire to oles in our schools, 
“First present us with a diploma received from some Normal 
school and we will then consider your application,” it is certain 
that we should have very few if any of them in our employ- 
ment. We all know that very few of them would be able to 
spend the three or four years, with the large expense attendant, 
in order to receive the required diploma. “Again, the few who 
could do this, if they should develop any marked aptness or 
enthusiasm for their work, would hardly return to teach in our 
schools; for they would find much more lucrative openings 
elsewhere. 

So upon the whole we hardly see how we can do better than 
to continue to do as we have done in the past; at the same 
time looking and hoping for that better time when the teacher’s 
profession shall be placed by legislative action on the same 
basis as any other profession, and no one be allowed to assume 
the duties of a teacher without a diploma from some recognized 
and reputable school for training in pedagogy, even as no one 
is allowed to enter the ranks of the legal or medical profession 
without the certificate of training and proficiency required by 
each of these professions. We will say, however, in concluding 
this subject, that if means are furnished us so that we can em- 
ploy Normal graduates of reputable standing, we will gladly 
begin experiments in this direction. 

We will take time to refer to only one special feature of the 
: year’s work. We have long felt that there is need of a better 
training in reading, and for several years we have been making 
efforts to improve the same. Finally an exercise in reading 
was added to the High School course, and very gratifying re- 
sults were produced. ‘These good results seemed mainly due 
to a patient, thorough, long-continued drill in the elementary 
sounds, and a like exhaustive practice upon a few passages well 
selected for the purpose of developing the different qualities of 
voice. So much were we pleased by what was accomplished 
in this way that we were anxious that the same drill should be 
given in the lower schools. Therefore, in our teachers’ meet- 
ings the teachers themselves have been drilled in these same 
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methods and directed to introduce them into their schools. Of 
the result it is yet too soon to speak, but if we can get the 
teachers to give the proper time and attention to this drill we 
cannot doubt its efficiency ; for the very greatest defect in read- 
ing, and one that we hear so continually, is a thick and mumbling 
tone and an indistinct or partial sounding of the letters, and 
nothing will so effectually overcome these blemishes and pro- 
duce that most beautiful quality of the human voice, a clear 
cut and clean cut articulation, as a faithful and persistent drill 
in phonics. .

During 
the year 1897 there were three outbreaks each of Diphtheria and 
Scarlet Fever.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Peterborough qualified to 
Vote in Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, on 
Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at nine of the clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


I. To choose all necessary town officers and agents for the ensu- 
ing year. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the sup- 
port of schools, for the maintenance of the poor, for the laying out 
and repairing of highways, and for all necessary charges arising with- 
in the town, and appropriate the same. 


3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary for the support of the fire department, public library, for light- 
ing the streets, town hall and library, and for the Grand Army on 
Memorial Day. 


4. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate toward paying the town debt and interest. 


5. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees or officers 
heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


6. To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen to en- 
force the law relating to the sale of intoxicating liquors and raise and 
appropriate money for the same, or take any other action relating 
thereto. 


7. To see if the town will vote to purchase of the ‘‘ Peterborough 
Academy Corporation’’ its real estate, situate on Grove street, in 
Peterborough, N. H., at a price not to exceed three hundred dollars, 
the same to be held and kept for a park and memorial building, and 
raise and appropriate money for the same. Also to see if the town 
will vote to give the exclusive use and occupation of said property to 
Aaron F. Stevens Post, No. 6, Dept. of New Hampshire, Grand Army 
of the Republic, its associates and successors, or other kindred associ- 
ations of the Grand Army of the Republic, whose object shall be to per- 
petuate and carry out the principles and duties of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, upon the following terms and conditions: The said A.

B. A. McDowell, whenever said piece of new highway is constructed 
to the satisfaction of the selectmen, without expense to the town, 
and to discontinue a piece of old highway, for which said new piece 
of highway is a substitute. 


11. To see if the town will vote to pay the claim of Joseph Jarvis 
for damages by water done to his premises on Granite street, and 
raise and appropriate money for the same.
